THE TWENTY-FOURTH OF MA Y 
AT MONTREAL. 

Our exclusive dispatches of the - J5th 
ult. furnished it meagre account of the 
festivities at Montreal the day previ- 
ous the doings of the Governor-Gen- 
nral and the Princess LoUISK, the re- 
caption of the Brooklyn regiment and 
other matters of interest. Papers re- 
ceived last night bring ua details of tho 
great event. Tho Governor-General 
and the Princess arrived at the Windsor 
Hotel on the evening of the 23d. The 
reception of the American troops took 
placa the same evening. The special 
train, havingon board 5 1 members of the 
13th 'Brooklyn Regiment and 40 vet- 
erans, ran through from New York to 
Lachinu where they embarked on 
board the new steamer Filgate. and 
having run the rapids the landing 
took place opposite the Bonsecours 
market. When the craft cauio in 
sight and the strains of "God Save 
the Queen," played by the regimental 
band, were heard by the vast crowds 
lining the wharves aiid streets, the 
cheers were enthusiastic and prolonged. 
The shipping in tho harbour was gaily 
decked with bunting and tho yards and 
and rigging were crowded with sailors. 
Tho receiving party comprised detach- 
. .incuts from the different city corps 
with bands; general Sir Selby Smyth 
being in command. The civic element 
was represented by the Mayor and 
aldermen. The most prominent tigure 
on the ground was Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, chaplain of the regiment, 
dressed in a black frock coat, epaul- 
ettes, sword and cocked hat, on one 
side of which was a black cross 
bordered with white. Mayor 
RiVAUi) presented the Brooklyn 
corps with a Hag and Mr. Beecher 
thanked the Canadians for this token 
of friendship, and hoped the two flags, 
British and American, would always 
float side by side, and that the nations 
would struggle together only on tho 
battlefield of progress. The flag, a very 
creditable niece of work, was made by 
tho ladies of the Convent of tho Holy 
Name of Mary, at Ploehelaga. Tho 
troops then marched to the Skating 
Rink, where they were quartered for 
the night. The streets and hotels were 
thronged with visitors from all parts 
of the United States and Canada and 
accommodations were exceedingly diffi- 
cult to obtain. The morning of the 
'24th dawned bright and the populace 
and visitors were early astir. The 
Queen's Own of Toronto, next to the 
Brooklyn regiment, was best received. 
At 12 o'clock the line was formed and 
tho Vice-Regal party repaired to the 
grand stand, the bands playing "Tho 
Campbells are coming," and "(.tod Save 
the Queen." The guard of honor, con- 
sisting of the IYlncess Louise's Dragoon 
Guards, entered the enclosure, and her 
Royal Highness and his Excellency, 
accompanied by a large and brilliant 
staff, appeared on the ground, amid 
ringing cheers frequently renewed. 
The Princess, who rode a tine charger, 
wore a black riding habit and ordinary 
hat, with white veil. The Marquis was 
attired in plain clothes, and wore the 
orders of the Bath and of St. Michael 
and St. George. A. private carriage 
which followed was occupied by Lady 
Sophia MacNamaka, Mrs. DeWjhton, 
and Mrs. Russell Stephenson, who 
were escorted to the dais in the centre 
of the grand stand. Her Royal High- 
ness and his Excellency remained on 
horseback throughout tho proceedings 
and moved over the field as the points 
of interest changed. At one time they 
would be at the saluting flag surround- 
ed by their Staff, and na the battalions 
passod they freely conversed with 
oiiicem acquainted with tho different 
corps. Among the incidents of the in- 
spection may be mentioned tho action 
of one of the veterans accompanying 
tho Brooklyn regiment, who stepped 
out of tho ranks and approaching her 
Royal Highness requested the honor of 
shaking her hand in token of his re- 
spect for Queen Victoria. The Princess 
smiled pleasantly and shook hands 
with tho royalist soldier, who was of 
course highly gratified. On the return 
of the Vice "Regal party to the Windsor 
Hotel, in obedience to her Majesty's 
instructions the following gentlemen 
were knighted: I Ton. S. L. Tili.ky, 
Hon. Alex. Camprell, Hon. Chas. 
Tupper, Hon. W. P. Rowland and 
Hon. R. J. Uahtwhujiit. Cols. Dyde 
and GzowsKl were appointed Aides-de- 
camp to the Queen. In the evening a 
grand banquet was given to the 
Governor-General and the officers of 
the Brooklyn regiment by tho Cana- 
dian militia in the diningroom of the 
Windsor Hotel. Thf Governor-General 
proposed the health of the President of 
the United States, and Rev. Mr. 
Beecher proposed the health of the 
Queen. Rev. Mr. Beeciiku preached 
in the St. James street Methodist 
Church on Sunday and the Brooklyn 
regiment left by special train the same 
evening for home.

California, Australia, New Zealand, 
the Eastern States, Canada, Europe, 
all complain of dull times.

Tho man wdio may 
leave British Columbia at tho present 
time in the hope of increasing his pros- 
perity elsewhere will, we fear, live to 
regret the stop. 

THE FATAL ACCIDENT AT SA- 
VON A FERRY. 

The ferry-boat accident at Savona 
Ferry, whereby a valuable life was lost, 
cannot bo allowed a pass without com- 
ment, nor should the lesson it conveys 
bo thrown away upon tho Government. 
A bridge should have been erected .at 
the spot years ago. The traffic at that 
point is large and increasing. It is by 
means of this ferry that supplies fop a 
large extent of country reach tho farm- 
ers of Spullamachcen, Kamloops and 
Okanagan and other productive sec- 
tions. By this same ferry the settlers' 
produce finds a market in the lower 
country. As may be well imagined the 
traffic for eight or nine months of the 
year is enormous. At high water the 
crossing is dangerous, and no excuse 
can be found for the failure of suc- 
cessive Governments since Confedera- 
tion to throw a bridge across tho stream 
and thus insure perfect safety to the 
settlers and those having occasion to 
visit this, tho most fertile, section of 
Southern British Columbia.

ford, J. Bennott, A. Glendenning, J. T. 
McQuarrie, A. Clyde, Alex. Donaldson, 
,1. Baker, jr., TIioh. Caviu. 

His Lordship infonnod the other petty 
jurors thoy would not be required to nt- 
tend again until notified by the Sheriff. 

The Attorney-General, in oponing the 
caau for the Crown, explained that the 
prisoner was indicted mi the first count 
for stealing on the 10th February, 1879, 
four iron grave pillars, tho property of 
John M. Thaiu; the second count on tho 
indictmont wan for feloniously receiving. 
The learned counsel then explained 
that Mr. Thain had employed the prisoner 
to renovato a pedestal over the grave of 
ono of his children buried at Rosa Bay 
cemetery. To do this it was found ne- 
cessary to remove the four iron pillars in 
qeBtion. Mrs. Thain would testify that 
tho prisoner was paid Sll for the work 
performed and that thure was no arrange- 
ment made, as would probably be sub- 
mitted by the learned counsel for the de- 
fence, as to tho disposition of the pillars, 
Tho prisoner left the pillard lying in the 
gravoytrd from tho month of November, 
V&T, to tu0 month of February, 1879, 
when ho laid claim to them and sold 
thum to Mr. IJulor who placed them 
around the grave of his wife. Those wore 
ta brief the circumstances connected with 
the case. 

John M. Thain, sworn, deposed that 
during his absence at Burrard Inlet his 
wife had a business transaction with 
t ho prisonov ; witnessbu ught f our i ron pillars 
from tho captain of :i ship and had thorn 
placed round tho gruTO of his little boy in 
Rosa Bay cemetery; recognized the pillar 
produced as ono of the four; tho pillars 
wore taken out of the ground ana hud 
alongside one of the graves! they remain- 
ed thero, but in February witness wont 
out to the graveyard and found that they 
were taken away and set up around tho 
gravo of Mrs. Buler; witness went to Mr. 
Buler and he said he hud bought them 
from prisoner; tried to find prisoner, but 
oould not do so; laid information against 
him, charging hint with stealing tho pil- 
lars. 

Cross-examined— The pillars originally 
had chains running through them; in the 
first place charged tho prisoner with steal- 
ing both the pillars and chains; subse- 
quently found that tho chains running 
through tho pillars when placed around 
Mrs. Buler's grave were not tho same 
chains; tho pillars wore abuut 30 or 40 
yards from where my child was buried; 
asked several stone-cutters in the city 
where the prisoner was before laying the 
information against him; have been an- 
noyed like all persons who bury their 
dead in that couietery by having things 
removed and stolon from the graves; ask- 
ed Mr. Buler where prisoner was and he 
aaitl ho did not know. 

To tho Attorney-General — The tops of 
three of tho pillars aro brans and thoy 
wero not painted black as the ono produc- 
ed is. 

Mrs. Morcy Thum, sworn- 1 hare two 
children buried in Rosa Bay cemetery; I 
employed tho prisoner to renovate a tomb- 
stone taken from the old cemetery to Rush 
Bay cometory; this was in the latter port 
of Novembor, 1877; ho sent in his bill a 
few days afterwards for §11; I thought it 
an exorbitant charge and told him thai 
he had not repaired tho pedestal accord- 
ing to agrooment; nothing whatever was 
said about tho pillars which woro stand- 
ing around the gravo; think I last saw 
tho pillars a short distance from tho gravo 
about Fob. 20th last; they woro on our 
lot; on tho Sunday Mr. Vinter was bur- 
ied I was at tho cemetory and noticed the 
pillars Bot up around Mrs. Bulur's gravo; 
let tho matter remain until Capt. Thain 
roturned from Burrard Inlet. 

CroBs-oxaniined — The pillars were of no 
immodiato uso when tho comcnt slab hud 
beon -placed ovor the grave; am (julto 
Buro I never spoko to Ingham about tak- 
ing tho pillnrs as part payment; immedi- 
Rtely idontifiod tho pillars when I saw them 
around Mrs. Buler's gravo; thoy aro (juito 
different from othors in tho cemetery; 
tho pillars were loft near tho gravo be- 
cause wo supposed they would bo quite 
safo in tho cc.notery; first thought that 
Mr. Bulor had taken tho pillars, but when 
I heard Ingham had sold them to him I 
felt sure ho (Ingham) had stolen thcmi. 



i Asbury Bulor, a general dealer , deposed 
Jiat ho employed the prisoner to sot up a 
lead-stono to hiB wifo Bgravo-stono; made 
» bargain for that; subsequently prisoner 
tamo to him and said that ho had four 
nice iron pillars which would look well 
around tho gravo; he said they wero 
nsty; witness bought somo coal tar and 
had thein lacquered ovor; witness also 
give prisonor some money to buy the 
chains to £t them; saw thom set up round 
his wife's gravo on tho samo day aa Mr. 
Vinter was buried; subsequently Captain 
Thain maob a claim on tho pi'lars. 

Cross-oxunined— I gavo tho prisoner §5 
for tho pilhra; paid him on tho 10th May 
last; tho hoad-Bjono cost trio £30. 

John Ccx, superintendent of Ilosa Bay 
comotery, deposed — I rocollcc 1 ; tho iron 
pillars aromd tho grave of Cap lain Thain's 
child; I pilled thom down mysolf and 
laid thom about 2 or 3 feot from the 
gravo io allow tho cernont slab to bo 
laid; thoy laid thoro until July 1878; 
saw tho prisoner at work there early in 
1878; (ho pillars lay noar tho gravo until 
tho fall of 1878; wore removed by somo 
person early in tho month of Feburary 
and put uround Mrs. Bulor's grave; I 
took the chain and kept it for Captain 
Thain. 

Cross-oximinod — I have no knowledge 
that prisonor ever bpughfc tho pillars; he 
may have done so; I know ho had had in 
his possession several old headstones; he 
left them ia my charge; ho told mo that ho 
meant to try to buy the pillars; know ho 
has purchased second-hand railings from 
various persons; saw him at work for 
somo throe days on tho stone of Capt. 
Thain's child's gravo; he had to bring his 
tools, comcnt, &c, in a dray and take 
them away by tho samo means. 

The Attornoy-Gonoral stated this closed 
the case for tho Crown. 

Mr. Robertson, having briefly addressed 
the jury, proceeded to call evidonco for 
tho defence. 

George Rudgo, a stone-cutter, deposed 
that he had scon tho work performed by 
Ingham on the gravestone and that ho 
considered it well done and worth 816 or 
?10. 

Hugh Wiight deposed that to tho best 
of his boliel tho prisonor was working at 
Nanaimo gstting out atono about Feb- 
ruary last. 

George Stolly deposed that ho had 
known the prisonor for throo years or so 
and from hk knowledge of him did not 
think ho would bo guilty of stealing. 

John Gra7, content sidewalk layer, de- 
posed that from his knowledgo of prisonor 
it is highly in probable ho would bj guilty 
of stealing; vitnoss know nothing of his 
transactions with Mrs. Thain. 

Mr. Robertson then addressed tho jury 
on behalf of the prisonoraudsubmitted that 
ho had acted under a mis-apprehension as 
to facts in cotinoction with tho transaction 
with Mrs. Thain. The learned counsel 
regretted that he was unable to place his 
cliont in the witness-box. It was a great 
hardship against tho prisoner that such 
was the case bocauso ho was entirely in- 
nocent of the offence with which he is 
charged. It would not bo so hard against 
a guilty man, bocauso he might, if placed 
in tho witness box, possibly implicate 
himself. His clientin this ease, however, was 
not afraid to toll his story. Tho oxternal 
indications of tho case aro that it is highly 
improbable that tho dofondant would do 
libera tely steal the pillars for tho paltry 
value of §5 and eroct them in tho immo- 
diato vicinity of tho grave to which it is 
allogod thoy belong. ThiB would, in ro- 
ality bo courting inquiry, Tho learned 
counsel submitted that ho had shown that 
the roal value of the work performed was 
about $1G and the proseoution had adduc- 
od no evidonco to show why tho defendant 
should accopt §11. But when it was 
taken into consideration that ho in all 
probability took the pillars as part pay- 
ment and gave a receipt for 811 cash tho 
matter was easily uccounted for. To sum 
up tho whole case briefly the loarncd 
counBol usked tho jury to consider wheth- 
er the dofondant took tho pillars with 
felonious intent, knowing thom to be tho 
propoi ty of Capt. Thain. Ho subinittod 
that Buch waa not in tho least degreo 
likely. His conduct in the transaction had 
been thoroughly open and abovo-board. 

No doubt ho had takon the pillars — 
that was not disputed. — but ho had takon 
thom in broad day -light under tho firm 
convicton that thoy wero his properly ac- 
quired property. Ho had sold them to 
the witness Bulor for tho paltry sum of 
$5 on three months' credit and had gone 
about his ordinary business in tho usual 
manner with tho knowlodgo that ho had 
dona nothing wrong. Tho learned counsel 
in conclusion contended that the charge 
had beon brought in tho first place under 
an ontiro misapprehension and hq would 
ask the jury to aoquit his cliont without a 
stain upon his character. 

The Attorney-General having re- 
plied the Chief Justico proceeded to 
charge tho jury. His Lordship was Borry 
to say that the case was utterly undefend- 
ed—indeed a portion of tho defence was 
of such a nature that the Court could not 
listen to it for a moment. The por- 
tion he aljuded to was that where the 
learned counsel had pleaded that it waa a 
hardship tho prisouorcould notbe placodin 
tho witness-box to t«ll his own story. It 
was tho pride of tho English law that u 
prisoner could not be placed in tho box, 
and submitted to tho torturo of a cross- 
examination at tho hands of tho prosecu- 
tion. It had also boon allowed that Capt. 
Thain had boon too haaty in taking stopu 
against tho prisoner, but whilst His Lord- 
ship would admit that the prosecutor had 
charged the dofondant with taking more 
than ho really did, still it would appear 
tlmt the prosecutor had resorted to very 
natural measures. His Lordship alluded 
to tho fact that tho bill was made for only 
811, whereas if tho prisoner hud a oluim 
for 5}li> that would have beon tho amount 
of tho bill. Mrs. Thain, too, had sworn 
most positively that there had been no 
agreement made with tho prisoner aa to 
tho pillars and it was not altogether satis- 
factory to say that Mra, Thain had made 
such an arrangement and had forgotten 
all about it. If, howover, tho jury had 
u reasonable doubt tho prisonor was en- 
titled to Uio henoflt of it 

Tho jury then retired and after an ab- 
sence of 20 minutes tho foreman announc- 
ed a verdict of "not guilty." 

His Lordship, addressing tho prisonor, 
told him that he had had a very narrow 
escape and admonished hlin Ha to his 
future conduot, 

This case exhausted the orimina! calen- 
dar. 

Stark t's. Bittancourt. — This was an 
aotion brought by tho plaintiff to recover 
$300 damages for tho salo by tho deieud,- 
ont of tho plaintiff cattle. Thu ca?o waa 
hoard without a jury, Mr. Drako ap- 
poarud for tho Plaintiff and Mr. Robert- 
son for tho defence. 

After a careful hearing ilis Lordship 
gave a verdict for tho plaintiff in tho sum 
of §100.

Aakow, charged with being a vag- 
rant. " 

Mr Courtney stated that the prisoner 
was infirm and poor and unable to, main- 
tain himself and asked that he bo remand- 
ed for threo daya. Remanded. 

Win. Playfair was called. 

W. Playfair, charged with supplying 
an intoxicant to an Indian woman. • 
. Mr. Theo. Davie (to the Court)— I hope 
your Honor will not regard the proceed- 
ings of last Frfday, which you witnessed 
in Couit, as prejudicial to tho prisoner, 
who thought that your Honor had agreed 
in opinion with me and that ho was onti- 
tlod to his liborty and to leave the Court. 

His Honor— What I saw will not in- 
iluonco my decision. I must hear tho 
evidonco as usual. 

Constable Loutetto, sworn— Saw the 
prisoner giving liquor to Lucy an Indian 
woman; there was a white man, u white 
woman and an Indian woman present at 
tho time. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Theo. Oavio — 
Was in tho houso next to the prisoner's 
and saw him through a chink in tho wall, 
at the time-hie was giving the whiskey to 
Lucy; tho bottle was nearly full when 
Playfair was filling the glass. 

Counsel asked the Indian woman if she 
had any liquor about her person and she 
said no, but that she had had some from 
the prisoner. 

Lucy was examined and stated that 
Playfair gave her whisky. She bo,i-jht 
whisky herself that morning; all tho per- 
sons in the room drank out of the glass 
produced. She is u native of Wrangol 
and her fathor is dead; she also was a 
Stickoen Indian. 

Mr. Theo. Davie, addressing the Court 
— Without entering into tho merits of 
tho case, there is no legal evidonco upon 
which to convict. Prisoner is charged 
with supplying liquor to an Indian. Thu 
term Indian has a statuablo significance 
and moans either an Indian man reported 
to belong to a band located on property 
belonging to the Crown, or the wife or 
child of such person. In this caso tho 
woman Lucy was not the wife or child of 
any Indian belonging to a band located 
on property the fee simple of which is in 
tho Crown; but on tho contrary is a na- 
tive of a foreign country and is conse- 
quently not an Indian under the Act. 
Sho may bo a non-treaty Indian; hut that 
is a different class of individual entirely. 
Tho defendant hero is not charged with 
supplying to a non-treaty Indian and the 
Court is governed by the charge. 

Mr. Courtney insisted that tho woman 
is an Indian and that the act of supplying 
hor with liquor was illegal, and he hoped 
his honor would convict. 

Tho Court (to Mr. Davie) — You have 
raised a point that is of some importance 
and I shall take tiiae to consider it. 

Mr. Davie would reserve his defence 
until his honor had decided the point at 
issuo. 

Win. Playfair charged with having as- 
saulted tho police (this assault Wius com- 
mitted on Friday last when the prisoner, 
influenced by tho eloquence of his counsel, 
attempted forcibly to leave tho room.) 

Constable Lindsay proved the assault. 
It was committed during the course of an 
argument that had reference to the ar- 
rest of the prisoner. Witness took him 
into court. 

Constable Loutotto corroborated the 
testimony of tho last witness. 

Mr. Davio — It will be necessary to 
show that tho man waa legally arrested. 

Constable Loutotte — The man was be- 
fore tho Court, as Mr. Courtney stated 
that ho appeared for the prosecution. 
Witness arrested tho prisoner who waa 
accusod of supplying whisky to an In- 
dian woman. Had no warrant authoriz- 
ing tho arrest. 

James Robson, gaoler of Victoria gaol, 
sworn— The prisoner was handed over to 
mo on Friday last charged with giving 
whisky to an Indian woman. 

Constablo Dale, sworn — Assisted in ar- 
resting the prisoner. Had no warrant 
for his arrest, but was informed that a 
constablo at tho prisoner's house required 
assistance and consequently went there. 

Inspector Todd, sworn— Constable Lou- 
tetto sent in his resignation a month ago, 
but ho continued in the service at my re- 
quest until his successor was sworn in. He 
ceased to act as police constable abuut 
noon on Friday last. He was on duty 
and under my orders up to that hour on 
Friday.

This man was lot out 
tin his own recognizance lately and you 
would do well, Mr. Smith, to advise him 
to go where ho is nut, so well known. 

Tho prisonor was aentenccd to a month's 
imprisonment with hard labor. 

Billy, an Indian, was charged with hav- 
ing an intoxicant in his possession. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty and waa 
aentonced to a month's imprisonment with 
hard labor.

TEE S0TJTEC WAS. 

Particulars of tho 'Latsat Naval 
Sattl*. 

New York, May 30.— A Herald Lon- 
don tologram says that a cablo dispatch 
from Santiago, Ohilo, received this morn- 
ing t»ia Rio Janeiro and Pornambuco, ro- 
ports that a doaporato naval enmigement 
has just boen fought off tho harbor of 
Iquiquo, on tho southern part of tho Peru- 
vian coast, between tho Chilean wooden 
ships-of-war Esmeralda and Covadonga 
and tho Peruvian ironclads Indopondoncia 
and Huascar. Tho Chilean ironclads 
sailed toward tho south, leaving tho corv- 
otto Esmoralda and tho gunboat Cova- 
donga Umperaras in blockade Tho 
Peruvian war vessels Huascar and Indo- 
pondoncia had boon closoly watching tho 
movements of their enemy, and as soon 
as tho ironclad portion of the Ohiloau 
squadron was gone steamod up to tho en- 
trance of tho harbor and vigorously at- 
tacked. Tho dofenco of tho Chileans waa 
most heroic. Tho inequulitioa of the com 
bat wero ovidont from tho first, but the 
officers in command of tho woodon vessels 
did not hesitate. Thoy accoptod battle, 
and with creditable result. Tho fighting 
was of tho mest desperate character. In 
tho early part of tho engagement tho In 
dopendoncia did aovero work against tho 
wooden sidoa of her antagonists, but tho 
Chileans handled their gunboats in such 
a way that tho weak parts of their onomy'B 
vessels woro always exposed to tha firo of 
ono or tho othor of their ships. Ono of 
tho Chilean vessels was sunk in action, 
and tho Indopondoncia and another Chilo- 
aii boat wont down soon aftor. It is not 
stated how many mon were killed in tho 
action, or how many wero drowned with 
tho sinking vossols. Another dispatch 
from Santiago, dated May 28th, sent by 
way of Rio Janeiro, states that tho Chilo- 
un tioet had repulsed tho Peruvian floot 
off Iquiquo. This may refer to tho abovo 
engagement or it may bo that a general 
battle took placo, upon tho return of the 
Chilean ironclads.
